FIVE HUNDRED Ohio valley cit- 
ies and town* will pnrtl< Ipnte 
In tbe celebration nt Cinclu- 
nntl of the opening of the gov- 
ernment dnm nt Fernbnnk, ()., during 
the week of Sept 4. Practically ev- 
ery town from Pittsburg to Cairo, III., 
will be represented. 

Fern bunk dnm lit one link In a chain 
of flftr-four dams which the United 
States government has stnrted to build 
and which will be completed within 
the next ten or twelve years at a cost 
Of WO,000,000.

I SHALL spare you the opening 
details of the trial, nlso much of 
preliminary testimony. Enough 

that at the close „f the sixth d..y 
the outlook was a serious one for Ar- 
thur Cumberland. The prosecution ap- 
peared to I..- making good'its claims.

I refused to admit that ehe bad given 
any evidences of returning my reck- 
less pasalon. My tongue would not 
spesk tbe necessary words, and It waa 
not made to. It waa not 
ter. but mine, which Mr. 
endeavoring to asaall. 

Rut though I was tbua abown up 
for what I waa. In a manner moat 
public and undesirable, nettber tbe 
rulings of tbe court nor tbe atUtude 
of the Jury betrayed any loaa of con- 
fidence In me a« a credible witness, 
and. seeing this, the wily lawyer shift- 
ed his ground and confined biroself to 
an endeavor to shake me on certain 
definite and Important points concern- 
ing my finding of the body. Tben he 
branched off Info a leaa harrowing 
topic and cross examined me In re- 
gard to the ring. I bad said that It 
waa on her band when I bade goodby 
to ber In her own house and that It 
was not there w»ien I came upon ber 
dead, nad the fact made me curloua 
to examine tbe band?

town. I could add nothing mure. and. 
having spoken the exact truth con- 
cerning them from the very first. I ran 
no chance of contradicting myself, 
eveu under the close tire of the oppos 
Ing counsel 

Hut there wns a matter 1 dreaded to 
see him approocb and which. I was 
equally sure, with an Insight unshared. 
I believe, by any one else In tbe whole 
courtroom, wns equally dreaded by the 
prisoner. 

This was the preseuce In the club- 
house chimney of the half burned let- 
ter I had long ago Pe n compelled In 
my own defense to acknowledge liuv 
Ing written to the victim's young sis- 
ter.

Rivalry In Road Building. 




In Breckeuridge county, where the 
good roads movement is making per- 
ceptible progress, some of the enter- 
prising citizens are raising a fund to 
build a turnpike from Irvington to 
Custer. Several road meetings have 
been htld in furtherance of the enter- 
prise aud considerable enthusiasm has 
been aroused. Donation in money, 
labor, teums, implemenis and right-of- 
way are being made by residents along 
the line, and the prospect is favorabl" 
for the early construction of several 
miles of first class thoroughfare. 

It appears that there ure two routes 
betweeuthe twotowusby which a turn- 
pike may be built, and this fact has 
given rise to some ditfr rentes of opinion 
as to which route is most practicul and 
feasible.

Which ever 
route may be selected for building the 
turnpike from Irvington to Custer it ia 
reasonably certain that the other route 
will be subsequently improved.
